There

F rance, 
or 
rath er in Paris, a Wom en’s 
Lib 
m o v e m e n t , 
called 
M.L.F., claim ing some 400 
m em bers. 
But while it is 
cam paigning hard for im ­ 
m ediate goals of equal pay 
in all jobs and free state 
abortions on dem and, it has 
difficulty convincing m o s t 
French women* t h a t they 
need liberating. 


How e q u a l are French- 
w o m e n as com pared to 
Americans, British or other 
Europeans? Talk to any c a ­ 
reer girl, w aitress, beauti­ 
cian or shop assistant—they 
all seem to have an answer. 


M i r e i l l e , an attractive, 
em inently com petent physi­ 
cal instructor and m asseuse, 
who 
is 
30, 
shrugged 
her 
shoulders ever so slightly 
and said: “ We F ren ch w om ­ 
en have won nearly all the 
liberation we w ant without 
having to m arch through the 
streets waving a banner and 
shouting slogans. All slight­ 
ly ludicrous, no? I think we 
are born with an instinct that 
tells us how to handle a m an, 
often with a sm ile and a 
sense of hum or.” 


Genevieve, cashier in 
a 
large d epartm ent store, said: 
“ We are too clever to w ant 
to be the apparent leaders 
ot our men. We understand 
male vanity, strength, w eak­ 
nesses and sexual appetite. 
We k n o w how to play a 
m an s orchestra so that we 
call the tune.” 


A n urse’s aide in one of 
the m odern new city hospi­ 
tals explained: “ To openly 
fight men would in the end 
destroy our femininity. Who 
wants to live in a world 
where wom en have all the 
rights but m en find them 
unsexy.”

—20-35 age group — taken 
from a social cross section

and Genevieve that F re n ch ­

It has an infant education 
system that is ideal. A w ork­ 
ing wom an can take her 3- 
year-old to an 8 a.m.-to-6 
p.m. nursery school where 
he will be fed and given the 
best care without charge. 


As for working conditions, 
the picture is far from all 
black. There are 26 million 
women in F ra n ce and 7.2 
million between 15 and 60. 
work. 


One million of them are 
gover .m ent e m p l o y e s — 
nurses, teachers and such— 
and they receive the sam e 
rate of pay and opportunity 
as men. 


The P aris m etro has 40 
per cent w o m e n station- 
m asters. 


Back in 1945 equal pay for 
equal work was decreed the 
law of the land by the N a­ 
tional Assembly. It does not 
a l w a y s work that way, 
though. 


The average m ale worker 
earns 20 per cent m ore than 
the w om an in the sam e job. 
and som e factories pay m en 
as much as 50 per cent more. 
Yet there is no sign of w om ­ 
en ’s liberation activities in 
this sector. 


On the credit side, how­ 
ever, Common M arket soci­ 
ologists h a v e shown in a 
recent study that F ran ce had 
the sm allest gap in men- 
women salaries in Europe. 


The one hurdle which the 
French W om an’s Lib is a im ­ 
ing to rem ove is abortion. 


" I t is unlikely,” 
said a 
p r o f e s s o r of law, "th at 
F ran ce will ever pass a law 
perm itting abortion on de­ 
mand. 
Because F ran ce 
is 
still 
inherently 
a 
Catholic 
country.” He went on to say, 
however, that it was not un­ 
likely that abortion clinics 


would be opened in the next 
few years to take ca re of 
medical a n d psychological 
cases. 


Any Frenchw om an w h o 
has l i v e d some tim e in 
A m erica com es away con­ 
vinced that her com patriots 
are m uch m o r e liberated 
than A m erican women. 


She is always surprised to 
learn that an A m erican hus­ 
band can be nagged i n t o 
debt in order to keep up with 
the Joneses. And it ap p ears 
to m any Frenchw om en that 
m any divorces stem 
from 
the fact Am erican women 
today, because of the abun­ 
dance 
of 
labor-saving 
d e­ 
vices, do hardly any work 
in the house, prefer the easy 
way out of cooking by buy­ 
ing f r o z e n , prepackaged 
m eals and obviously do not 
know how to m anage their 
husbands. 
Many w o m e n 
don’t need liberation at all. 
they 
believe 
they 
should 
learn how to be women. 


On the other hand, foreign 
observers 
are 
inclined 
to 
think that the Frenchw om an 
wields altogether too m uch 


power. In m ost F rench m id­ 
dle- and working-class house­ 
holds it is the w om an who 
m anages the budget, does all 
the buying. 


But, to all outward a p p e ar­ 
ances, it is the m an who is 
m aster and women like it to 
seem that way. 


What is behind the French 
w om an’s success in society? 
There are several reasons, 
but one of them is that they 
talk to men. In m any so­ 
cieties, w o m e n have not 
learned to talk frankly to 
t h e i r men. An im portant 
point. Also it is well known 
t h a t Frenchw om en much 
prefer the com pany of men 
to that of other women. 


There is not one success­ 
ful w om en’s club in P aris. 
Women’s lunches are the ex­ 
ception rath er than the rule. 
A hostess will always m a n ­ 
age to corral one or two men 
if she has to entertain sev­ 
eral women. 


But if there are no m en 
present, why should a w om ­ 
an be interested?

NEW YORK i U P I)—If you've got 20-400 vision, the new 
year is going to look like one big blur to you 
You are, in fact, “ industrially blind. 
That means you re considered incapable ot holding a job 
unless you go out and get yourself a pair ol corrective eye 
glasses or contact lenses. 
Dave Bing, the Detroit Pistons' superstar, has 20-400 
vision in his left eye His right eye was worse a couple of 
months ago and isn't exactly peachy dandy right now and he 
doesn't wear glasses or contact lenses, but that s getting 
ahead of the story. 


Let’s take Dave Bing’s 
left eve first, the one with 
the 20-400 vision 
That’s the same vision 
w h i c h 
f o r c e d 
T o n y 
Comgliaro to quit Tony C 
got his 20-400 being hit by a 
pitch 
Dave Bing got his 
playing a game in the street 
as a 5-year-old kid. 
A Simple Game 
The 
game 
was 
called 
“stickhorse " Very simply 
to play. All you do is get a 
stick, hammer a nail in one 
end of it and then use it as 
sort of a jockey’s whip to 
whack yourself with while 
you gallop around making 
believe you're a horse. 


Playing the game in Washington, D C., one day, Dave 
Bing slipped. The nail, instead ot nicking the side ot his 
trousers, penetrated the pupil of his left eye. A subsequent 
operation didn't do anv good The condition remained 
That didn't prevent Dave Bing from becoming a basket­ 
ball star at Syracuse University Nor did it stop him trom 
becoming an even bigger star in the NBA where he earns 
$150.000 a year and generally looks as it he's worth twice 
that. 
It didn't stop him until an exhibition game with the Los 
Angeles Lakers three months ago In that contest Happy 
Hairston, an ex-teammate, accidentally stuck a finger in 
Bing s right eye scratching the eyeball That finally stopped 
Dave Bing. 
One week after this thing happened he could hardly see 
anything. 
“ My vision.” he says, “ was just about gone.” 
Dave Bing went to one doctor, two doctors. Both said the 
same thing An operation was absolutely necessary. Sur­ 
gery for a partially detached retina in the right eye 
“ When the doctor told me I needed an operation.” says 
the Pistons’ ace. “ I wanted to pass out. I never gave a 
thought to the possibility I wouldn't be* able to see; what 
worried me was whether I'd ever be able to play again.” 
The operation was performed Oct. 15 and Bing wasn’t 
discharged from the hospital for a week Then came the 
hart part Waiting ... waiting ... waiting 
“ I couldn't even go to the gam es.” he says. “ I had to 
listen to them on the radio and that was worse.” 
First Start 
Dave Bing made his first start of the season Tuesday 
night The Kmcks beat the Pistons, 119-100. in that game but 
it wasn’t his fault All he did was lead his club with 21 points 
and come up with seven assists and four rebounds. He was 
terrific. That is as far as those who watched him were 
concerned But not as far as he was concerned. 
His wife, Aaris. had only two questions after the game 
The first, naturally, was how did he feel playing. 
Okay, he said. He didn’t bother telling her his vision was 
blurry and that he couldn't see the clock too well 
The other question was whether he'd been satisfied with 
his performance. 
“ She knew the answer before I said anything,” sa>s Bing, 
who wasn t satisfied at all 
“ I’m very hard to please, he says. 
Dave Bing has led the Pistons in scoring five straight 
seasons He’s also their No. 1 playmaker 
He doesn t wear contact lenses when he plays. The only 
time he ever uses glasses is for night driving or reading He 
plays basketball essentially by instinct Primarily by feel 
and by touch. 
But oh Lord, what a touch!

in

column 
January, 1971. proved to be the 


second 
largest 
letter-receiving 
month with a total of 49 missives 
received. Nearly three-quarters of 
the letters were related to one 
subject — the printing on the front 
page of two hunters and a dead 
mountain lion. 


A 
wide 
variety 
of 
subjects 
constituted the make-up of the 
remaining letters. 
Many letters 
were written concerning a contro­ 
versial dress code for teachers by 
Superintendent of Schools Glendon 
Wegner. 
Others 
ranged 
from 
politics, including the utility rate 
increases by the city, to many, 
many thank you letters from organi­ 
zations, individuals and clubs for 
support and patronization. 


Although we again did not keep 
accurate count of the number, we 
can say with some certainty that 
approximately 30 to 35 letters were 
received from persons who did not 
sign their name. It was under­ 
standable on some why names were 
not signed, but on others with

We 
attempted 
to 
personally 
answer all letters which were not 
printed. Reasons for not printing 
were varied, but primarily the 


decision 
was made because of 
inaccurate pronouncements. 
The Record knows that the letters 
to the editor column is a popular 
feature in the newspaper and we 
encourage letter writing on all 
issues. We keep repeating, however, 
that letters should be short, concise 
and to the point and that letters 
must be signed and contain an 
address.

WASHINGTON — The incredible 
way in which the administration s 
stand on the India-Pakistan war was 
bungled is seen in all its needless 
risk against the background of a 
report out of the Brussels NATO 
meeting. This was shortly before the 
confusion of voices on and off the 
record that left the United States 
alone among the western allies in 
taking sides in a war that was 
certain to be a horror for all 
concerned. 
Top insiders at Brussels reported 
that Secretary of State William P. 
Rogers gave an optimistic report on 
the progress of the SALT talks. In 
the full session of the council he was 
understandably 
more 
cautious, 
since this is like addressing a town 
meeting of eager babblers. 
Rogers, 
according 
to reports out of the 
small 
group 
that 
heard him, went so 
far as to say that an 
agreement covering 
defensive 
missiles 
and perhaps with 
some 
restrictions 
on 
offensive 
missiles 
as 
well 
would be ready by 
May. 
It would be in shape for President 
Nixon to sign along with Premier 
Alexei Kosygin when he goes to 
Moscow in May. 
The impact of television hardly 
needs underscoring. Here is Mr 
Nixon giving solid evidence of his 
promise of a generation without 
war In the great hall of St. George 
in the Kremlin under the television 
lights is the reality of that promise 
in 1968 in Miami Beach of the end of 
the era of confrontation and the 
beginning of the era of negotiation 
And this for a President seeking re- 
election in November 
Quite aside from the political 
thrust, such an agreement, however 
modest in its initial form, would 
encourage the hope that the fearful 
burden of nuclear weaponry might 
one day be lightened. That is vital 


both to the Soviet Union and to the 
United States as the arms race feeds 
inflation and puts increasing strains 
on the domestic economy. 
By declaring that the President 
might 
have 
to 
reconsider 
his 
mission to Moscow his adviser on 
national 
security affairs, 
Henry 
Kissinger, put all this in jeopardy. 
The intelligence traffic thus far 
indicates little 
reaction out of 
Moscow to the implied threat. 


The conduct of the Soviet Union, it 
is hardly necessary to add, was 
indefensible. The Security Council 
vetoes were obstacles to a cease­ 
fire that might have prevented some 
of the slaughter. Moscow was bent 
on a “ victory” for India, thereby 
greatly enlarging the position of the 
USSR on the subcontinent. 


This naked power play would have 
been revealed even more sharply in 
all its crudity if the United States 
had not engaged in an inept essay in 
power politics that was bound to 
fail Backing Pakistan'sYahya Khan 
for whatever reason — and no one 
seems 
really 
to know 
why 
it 
happened 
— 
was 
a 
piece 
of 
extraordinary folly. Since he had 
little or no hold on his divided 
country, the slightest push would 
topple him. 


As though this were not folly 
enough, it was topped by a loud, 
almost ludicrous, echo out of the era 
of gunboat diplomacy. With what 
was intended to be a mystifying 
now-you-see-it, now-you-don’t, the 
nuclear-powered 
aircraft carrier 
Enterprise was sent into the Bay of 
Bengal. 
The 
all-too-transparent 
cover 
was 
a 
potential 
rescue 
operation of Americans and other 
westerners 
trapped 
in 
East 
Pakistan 


Against the stake of a small 
success in the SALT talks this seems 
like children playing with some of 
those lethal Christmas toys. Britain, 
France, Germany — the allies in the 


west 
— 
carefully 
avoided 
any 
entanglement with the fearful mess 
in the subcontinent. The People’s 
Republic of China seems to have 
been Americas only ally in a 
propaganda barrage. 


It might be argued that as one of 
the superpowers the United States 
had a responsibility to take sides 
But if that was an exercise in 
responsibility, heaven help us all.
